the necessary form in type on the cor­ 
ner of the envelope and then, when 
the matter is presented at the post­ 
office pays the postage in a lump sum, 
saving thereby all the labor of stamp­ 
ing and the possible loss resulting 
from the falling off of stamps. 
Mail W ithout Stam ps 
The right to mail matter in 
this 
way was given by an act passed in the 
spring of 1901, but it is only within 
tile last year that the privelge has 
been put into practice and within six 
months that die custom of sending 
matter without .-tamps affixed 
has 
come into general use 
among 
the 
arge business concerns 
throughout 
ie country. Each postoffice issues to 
ie commercial house that mails m at­ 
ter in this way a permit with its own 
number and that permit is permanent 
and unchanging. 
No other firm will 
vcr receive that particular number. 
Under the law not less than 2,000 
identical third or fourth class piece** 
of matter can be mailed in this way. 
nach mailing is 
accompanied 
with 
statement from the business houses 
bowing the permit number, the class 
of matter, the total number of pieces 
n the mailing and the weight of a 
single piece. 
In turn the postmastei 
sues to the sender a receipt showing 
the class of matter, the total number 
of pieces, the weight of a single piece 
and the amount of postage paid on it. 
the total amount paid and the number 
of the permit. 
Keeps Check on P rinter 
Through this new method the busi­ 
ness house keeps check on the num­ 
ber of pieces the printer turnes out. 
saves the labor of many hands usual- 
y busied with stamping mailing m at­ 
ter at the time when catalogues and 
circulars arc issued on account of the 
oss of stamps. In sending out a great 
number of circulars it is not uncom­ 
mon to have as many as 1,000 return 
on account of the falling off of stamps 
and the consequent loss of $30, $40, 
$50 or more when the matter is heav­ 
ier and costs more postage. 
This is the tiime of the year when 
he postoffice is flooded with advertis­ 
ing matter sent out 
by 
the 
large 
louses. 
The postoffice is daily load­ 
ed with heaps of catalogue and chen­ 
ar reading matter, most of which is 
the unstamped kind. 
This innovation 
in the mailing system not only js a 
saving of labor to the sender but to 
the postal clerk as well. 
It saves the 
cancelling of stamps. The pieces have 
to be counted of course, but as the 
sender usually has his material divid­ 
ed carefully in packages of loo th? 
task of counting 
is 
comparatively 
easy and simple.
